Shortage Of Nurses 


“FOR SOME TIME THE SHORTAGE Of filirses in Canada has caused 
gome concern. As in other fields, the needs. of the people have increased 
considerably in recent years. Higher incomes, a larger population, and 
the growth of health insurance plans have all helped to increase the de- 
mands of the public upon’ hospitals and health services and have added to 
the need for trained nurses. Dr. Charlotte Whitton, an outstanding Cana- 
dian authority on social problems and now mayor of thevcity of Ottawa a 
short time ago made a study of the nursing situation-in Canada and re- 
ported upon her findings in a’ series of very interesting articles. 

. ¢* ¢ © * * 

: It has frequently been observed that the building 
Supply Falls of new hospitals and the. building of extensions to 
older buildings will all require additional trained 
Short Of Need staff to administer to the increased number of 
patients. Dr. Whitton reported that by the end of 1952, hospital accommo- 
dation in Canada would be extended by 29,000 beds, and that 4,000 nurses 
would be' required for these” additional beds. Added to the shortage of 
nurses which already existed, this meant, Dr. Whitton predicted, that by 
the end of this year Canada would ‘need from nine to ten. thousand addi- 
tional nursés to meet all requirements. At the present time, the nét rate 

of increase in the number of nurses in Canada each year is 800.

; A number of ways have been suggested to meet 
Not Likely To this serious situation.+ An obvious .one is to en- 
tel courage more young women to enter the nursing 
Be Quickly Met profession, through making the great need known, 
through making the profession more attractive to them and by providing 
additional funds for training purposes: However,-even if a much greater 
number of nurses are trained, it would appear that the growing need is not 
likely to be quickly met. It has been -suggested that more attention be 
given to training certified “practical nurses” who could assist trained 
nurses and care for thoge not. requiring the services of a trained nurse. 
The establishment of more convalescent and nursing homes for the care of 
patients not requiring full hospital facilities has also been suggested as a : 
means of relieving the present pressure on, hospital nursing services. The 
need for nurses is being felt in all parts of 'Canada today, and it is a prob- 
lem which requires serious consideration. 


Danger Of Soil 
|Erosion By Wind 
Greatest In Spring 


Danger of soil erosion .by wind is 
greatest in early spring due to freez- 
ing and thawing which breaks most 
soil’ formations into very fine gran- 
ules, says J..E. Doughty, soil research 
laboratory, Swift Current’ experi- 
mental farm. Se 

Soil may bégin drifting as soon as 
a thin surface layer is dry, even 
though the underlying soil is quite 
moist or even frozen, he said in a 
statement. Once an area had started 
te drift, control is more difficult than 
where erosion has not occurred. 

Research work in laboratory and 
field has shown that anything which 
reduicés’ the wind velocity near the 
soil particles aids in controlling wind 
erosion. Stubble,: weeds, straw’ muilch-' 
es, .clods and’ furrows. are all more 
or less effective. . ~ 

;On most farms there are certain 
areas or points where drifting gen- 
erally starts. Erosion may spread 
from such.a point to an entire field 
which would otherwise not be ‘subject 
to drifting. , . 
All cultural implements used in 
summerfallowing should be operated

Seventy years ago their earliest 
predecessors in the west were just 
beginning to set up’ yards where 


pioneer settlements were forming 
along the new Canadian Pacific rail- 
way line. 


The modern lumber } is a far 
cry from those pioneer yards’ whic 
cchialited almost entirely of straigh 
iles of lumber presided over by/a 
wo-by-four corner jot shack housing 
yard office. 
The lumber merchant of today ca 
ries. not only lumber but plaster 
board, cement, asphalt roofing and 
siding, glass insulation and a good 
many manufactured materials once 
called ‘substitutes’ but now perma; 
nently accepted along with lumber 
as sound construction material: 

In his wider and more diversified 
field, he requires a professional 
knowledge of new building pftoducts 
of which the pioneer merchant never 
dreamed. . , 

At the turn of the century, the 
lumber merchant confined himself al- 
most solely to the sale of lumber in 
varying sizes and thicknesses togeth- 
er with shingles, lath,. building paper,. 
sash and doors. That was about the 
limit of his service and he gave little 
or no advice on, how to use the ma- 
terials he sold. ; 

Today’s merchant is not only a 
lumber salesman but an expert on 
building products, something of an 
-1 architect, financial adviser on the ap- 
plication of such useful measures to 
homebuilders as the National Hous- 
ing Act, Farm Improvement “Loan 
Act and Veterans Land Act.’ Often 
he is the local fuel distributor. Some- 
times he runs a complete hardware 
store and takes building contracts. 

The corner/lot shack has become a 
combination Af private office, show- 
room with /counter, and wareroom. 
The lumbef yard: encloses not only 
‘stacks of cedar, shingles and lath, but 
piles of bficks, tile and fencing. A 
closed shtd houses’cement. Some- 
times: ther’ is a larger closed: storage 
shed protecting flooring and finishing 
lumber, mouldings, pipe for farm 
wells and. plumbing, rolls of roofing, 
insulation and a large variety of 
building papers from sun and rain. 

Take the daily round of a fairly 
typical merchant in a small village 
of 500 in one prairie town. He is one 
of nearly 1,000 members of the West- 
ern Retail Lumbermen’s Association 
whose yards extend from the head of 
he Great Lakes to the interior of 
British Columbia. . 

He has a lot on his mind these 
days. He says it is something like 
a buildup to D-Day. Spring buying 
has just started and he is, still un- 
loading new stock.’ ; 

Monday morning is one of his 
busiest days. There are some Mon- 
‘|days during the. building. season when 
carpenters, he says, are waiting out- 
side for his doors to open at ‘eight 
o’elock. © - 

One such day ‘in March,: his shop 
window carried a big display of color 
cards, paint, brushes and turpentine. 
Hevhad been running a paint sale for 
some two weeks and the rush was.
